PROCLAMATION OF THE CORPORAL 


Zhe Commissioner of Pensions Makes a 
Speech at the Scotch-Irish Conyen- 
tion-—}iis Views. 


Corumpra, Tenn., May 10.—The opening 
prayer this morning by Dr. McIntosh was 
followed by an address by Dr. Kelly, of Nash- 
ville. Hesaid among other things that the 
foctrine that the government was only by 
consent of the governed through representa- 
tion was first announced by Scotch-Irish Pres- 
byterians ina formal reply tothe long parlia- 
ment of Cromwell, and thatthe voice of the 
Scotch-Lrish was first to be heard for constitu- 
tional liberty on American soii; that they 
poured into this continent in streams of 12,000 
a yearduring the eighteenth century so that 
Quaker Pennsylvania cried out, ‘Save us froin 
ihese Presbyterians.” 

That examination has convinced him of the 
fact that to Craighead belonged the honor of 
faying the foundation of American independ- 
ence. Some doubt has been raised in regard 
to the Mecklenburg deciaration, but he had 
geen the manuscript, copy read by Thomas 
Polk ou that memorable occasion, which had 
been carefully preserved by a grand-niece of 
Polk and is now extant. 

lie then pointed out a distinguishing fea- 
ture of the Wautauga declaration, promuiga- 
ted by Scoteh-lIrishmen, and that to which the 
Mayflower gave birth. The latter com- 
menced with declarations of loyalty to the 
weople. Ie then gave graphic and interesting 
sketches of the early settlement of Tennessee, 
which he said was made by the Scotch-Irish 
who drove back the Indians themselves, the 
women molding ballets for their rifles, while 
the pioneers of the nortliwest followed the 
soldiers who drove back the Indians and 
protected the settlers. He showed a builet 
mold used in East Tennessee, at Cainpbell’s 
station in i777. Kvery prominent oflicer, he 
said, who was with Jackson during the Creek 
and Fiorida wars and at New Orieans,as Jack- 
son himself, were of Scotch Irish biood. That 
the separation of church and state was due, 
yotas iad been sometimes. erroneously sup- 
sed to Jefferson, but to the Scotch-Irish 
Denahat rians. He said that the greatest horror 
of the Maytlower puritans, for whom he had ail 
respect, Wa the Maypole dance, 
while the Scotch-Irish could forgive dancing 
but not inhospitality in home. One race was 
jugubrious in religious observances, the other 
cheerful. The speaker then paid glowing 
tributes tothe memory of James Polk, Hugh 
1. White, John Bell and Andrew Jackson, all 
of whom were of Scotch-Irish cxtraction, and 
among those who had done honor to the race 
in their sides of valor on the southern 
side during the late war. He mentioned the 
names of Albert Sidney Johnson, Jos. E, 
Jolinston, Stonewall Jackson, N. B. Forest 
and l’atrick Cleburne, who, he said, were as 
pure and clean-hearted soldiers as the world 
ever saw. Thespeaker said that from the 
time he was fourteen years of age he had 
always advocated and espoused, the cause of 
begro education. 

CORPORAL TANNER FOLLOWED. 

In the course of his address, Commissioner 
Tanner said that he was prond of the fact that 
he could bring from his comrades in the north 
a sentiment in perfect barmony with the 
veace and good feeling dominant here today. 
No matter,-he said, how earnestiy you may 
fight aman; no matter how utterly you may 
condemn the principles for which he con- 
tended, when you find that man so terribly in 
Parnest that he offers his life in behalf of the 
principles for which he combats, that man 
commands our respect in spite of ourselves. 
In speaking of the policy to be pursued by him 
as commissioner in the administration of the 
pension bureau, he said, in part: 

‘or long -years 1 bave bad one consclentions 
fonviction in my heart which hus grown with 
yeurs, and whichis stronzer in my Leart today 
than ever before, namely, thatit is the bounden 
qguty of this great republic of ours to see to it that

History. 

RALEIGH, N.C., May 10.-—[Special.]—Con- 
federate Memorial Day was very effectively 
observed here. The capitol and all the public 
buildings were closed. Many national and 
State flags were displayed. There was a great 
audience at Metropolitan hall, at which Gov- 
ernor Yowle and all the state officers were 
present. After prayer’ by Chaplain Thomas 
E. Skinner, Chief Marshal Alex. B. Stronach 
introduced the orator of the day, ex-Governor 
Alfred Moore Seales, of Greensboro, whose 
subject was **The Life and War Services of 
General James Johnston Pettigrew.’’ The 
address occupied ovér an hour in delivery, and 
was of great value, as it was mainly a state- 
ment of the heroic charge of the Petti- 
grew brigade at Gettysburg. He said he 
would devote himself to its work on 
the third day. It has been alleged by what 
Governor Scales plainly termed untruthful 
war correspondent of the Richmond papers 
that Pickett’s Virginians did all the work that 
day, and that Bettigrew’s men fell back. He 
proved by the testimony of General Robert E. 
Lee, Generals Longstreet and Tremble and 
scores of others that the North Carolina troops 
went as far as any troops on that fateful 3d of 
July. The loss of Pettigrew’s brigade that 
day was fifty per cent., and that of Pickett’s 
twenty-eight per cent., while one of Petti- 
grew’s regiments, the Twenty-sixth North 
Carolina, loston that day 556 men killed, this 
being the greatest regimental loss during the 
entire war on eitherside. Governor Scales 
said that the North Carolinans did not fall 
back from the federal works until it was 
seen that Pickett had _ fallen back. 
He did not make any aspersions on Virginia 
or Pickett, but culogized both, and said that 
by the best testimony in the world it was 
proved that on the third day North Carolinians 
did not falter and fall back, but went as far 
and stayed as long as any troops in that history. 
Colonel Bachilder, the best informed man liv- 
ing in regard to Gettysburg, says the North 
Carolinians went into the enemy’s works, and 
that there was a general retreat, after it was 
found impossible to stand the storm of fire. 
Governor Scales called upon North Carolina to 
erect a monument at Gettysburg to the mem- 
orv of Pickett and his heroic brigade. 

The state executive committee of the 
federate Veterans’ association held 
meeting bere today, Julian S. Carr presiding, 
for the purpose of considering matters relative 
to organization in the entire state, to secure 
means for the erection of a_ soldiers’ 
home. It was aecided to issue 
a call for meetings in cach courthouse in the 
state for the 4th of July, and to effect at these 
a complete county Organization, and have 
rolis of soldiers sent here. Iwo tiadies will be 
chosen to represent.each township in the work 
of securing funds for the soldiers home. There 
was much enthusiasm at thé plans for the 
home, and the comimittee is now certain that 
it will be established. Earnest and harmoni- 
ous work will be done by the committee, by 
the veterans and the general public.

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A BUNGLING JOB OF HANGING. 


Execution of Three Ball Knobbers at Ozark, 
Mo—The Rope Stretches and the Sher~ 
iff Drops Them a Second Time. 


St. Lovrs, Mo., May 10.—A special from 
Ozark, Mo., to the Post Dispatch, says the 
carpenters gave the scaffold its finishing 
touches last evening. William Walker was 
baptized at6G p. m. by immersion in a bath 


basin carried into the jail. The scene was very 


effecting. John Matthews made a long prayer. 
which could be distinctly heard in the street. 
The prisoners ate their supper with as much 
relish as usual and appeared very quiet except 
Matthews, who is taking his fate very hard. 
Ile passed a restless night 
TY RAYING AT SHORT INTERVALS, 

asking the Lord to give him strength to go 
through the terrible ordeal, claiming that he 
was a martyr. He did not sleep over two hours 
during the night. 

The two Walkers retired about 11 o’clock, 
went to sleep and did not wake up until after 
4o0’clock, They stated that they rested well. 
They were up early and ate their breakfast at 
the usual hour. 

The jail yard was full of guards, armed with 
Winchesters, shot guns and revolvers,!| and 
were in charge of Captain G. W. Taylor, who 
was foreman of the grand jury which indicted 
the bald knobbers. 

MATTHEWS’S WIFE AND MOTHER * 
came in last evening and several other of his 
relatives are here, Divine services were 
opened in the jail at 7:30 o’clock, conducted 
by Rev. 8S. Thomas Hanks, D. E. Grayston and 
T. B. Horne, assisted by a few Christian 
ladies. Matthews took part in the exercises, 
and delivered an earnest prayer in a loud 
voice. William Waiker also led in prayer 
once. 

At 8:53 o’clock the sheriff entered the jail 
and read the death warrant tothe doomed 
men, after which Thomas Delaney, one of 
their attorneys, was admitted to have an in- 
terview and bid them farewell. 

A TALK WITH JOHN MATTHEWS. 

John Matthews came toa window and had 
a conversation with the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent. He said: 

‘Tl have to die, but thank God I cai say I 
am innocent, and have told the truth all along 
about this matter. Ihave nothing to regret. 
I went out through the hole, not because I 
was guilty, but to escape a shameful death. 
But it is the will of God that I should die, and 
I ought to be proud of it. I was a soldier in 
the federal army and am proud of my record. 
I am willing for the people who have known 
me all my life tosay what kind of a manI 
have been.”’ 

THEIR LAST TOILET. 

At 9:10 a. m. the prisoners commenced 
dressing themselves for the seaffold. They 
were dressed with White shirts, linen collars, 
black cravats, low slippers and black coat, 
vest and trousers. The jury and reporters were 
admitted to the inside at 9:20 o’clock. 

Just before leaving his cell, John Matthews 
proclaimed his innocence in a loud voice. The 
sheriff helped Matthews up the steps. Young 
Walker followed with a firm step, his father 
following close behind, as firm as ever. Atthe 
trap a short prayer was delivered by Key. Mr. 
Horne, after which all joined in singing. Rev. 
Mr. Horne rendered a selection from the book 
of Job; Rev. Thomas Hanks delivered a beat- 
tiful prayer. The noose was adjusted at 9:40. 

John Matthews said he had nothing to say. 
He was there, but took no part in the crime. 
Matthews called on all who were willing to

to hold up their hands. Nearly every one in 
his sight held up their hands. The black caps 
were adjusted at 9:51. 

At 9:53 the drop fell. John Matthews fell 
praying. Thestretch of the rove let all fall 
to the ground. The rope broke, and. William 
Walker fell ioose and 

LAY STRUGGLING AND GROANING, 

He talked for three minutes, when he was 
taken up by the sheriff and deputies on the 
scattold. 

Dave Walker wus 
about fifteen minutes. 
thirteen minutes, and died with 
the ground. 

The scene was horrible in the extreme. 
Matthews and Dave Walker were cut down at 
10:10. The trap was again adjusted, and 
William Walker -lifted helpless and groan- 
ing and struggling avd almost insen- 
sible and the rope again adjusted and the 
trap again sprung. This time the descent 
came. to a sudden stop with his feet full thirty 
inches from the ground and he died without a 
siruggle. <All three of the murderers were 
firmly of the opinion up to within 48 hpurs of 
the execution, that. they would never be called 
upon to pay the extreme penalty of life for 
life. All the legal methods had been exhaus- 
ted in their behalf, but they counted upon ex- 
ecutive clemency. 

A VERY PECULIAR FEATURE 
of Bald Knobberism, now dead, is that a ma- 
jority of the most prominent members of the 
pand of regulators were devout church mem- 
bers. Chief Walker was an exhorter, temper- 
ance advocate and generally a devout man. 
The Bald Knobber chief clung to the beiief 
that the regularors were champions of the 
right, claiming that the Edens Green killing 
was an unfortunate, but unavoidable, mistake. 
Murder Ought to Be a Capital Offense, Too. 

BinMINGHAM, Ala., May 10.—[Special.]—In 
the criminal court today Algy Moses, a col- 
ored woman, was convicted of highway rob- 
bery, and her. punishment fixed at death. 
Last fall Algy Moses robbed an old Egyptian 
woman, who. was peddling jewelry and 
trinkets about the city, and cut her in a dozen 
places with a razor. The old woman came 
near bleeding to death. She was disfigured 
for life. The negro woman was arrested next 
day with the stolen money and jewelry in her 
possession. Her trialcommenced this morn- 
ing and the jury returned a verdict tonight of 
guilty, and tixed punishment at death. High- 
way robbery is a capital oifense in this state. 

Another Birmingham Murder. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 10. —[Special.]—At 
the railroad camp of MeTigh & Co., contrac- 
tors, five miles from this city, George Bailey, 
a foreman, was shotand killed last night by 
Frank Allen, athirteen-year-old boy. Allen 
was one of the cart drivers, and had a quarrel 
during the day with Bailey about some har- 
ness. The quarvel was renéwed last night, 
and Bailey struck at the boy with a stick. 
Allen dréw a small pistol and shot Bailey 
through the neck, killing him instantly. The 
boy escaped.

Freperick, Md., May 10.—A small cyclone 
is reported from the Potomac valley, near the 
Point of Rocks, 70 miles above Washington. 
Twenty-five men, who were at work on a rail- 
road trestle over the river at that point, were 
swept off into the water, sixty feet below, and 
the wreck of the bridge fell upon some of 
them and several were killed. Others suc- 
ceeded in swimming ashore. The wires are 
down in all directions in western Maryland, 
and it is impossible, up to midnight, to obtain 
details of the disaster. 

IN EASTERN PENNSYLVANIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—A terrilic storm of 
wind and rain swept over eastern Pennsy!- 
vania today, doing considerable damage to 
property. One child was killed and a large 
number of people injured. Barnum’s circus 
was exhibiting at Williamsport. It was par- 
tially wrecked. A panic ensued among the 
spectators, and half a dozen performers and 
twice a$ many spectators were injured, but 
nobody killed. Wires are badly demoralized 
and details lacking, but the damage to crops 
ahd other property was immense. 

Hail Storm in Illinois. 


SELVIDERF, Lll., May 10.—A most terrific 
hail, wind and rain storm visited this city and 
vicinity yesterday afternoon. Hail stones as 
large as walnuts fell for thirty minutes. Fruit 
trees are in full bloom and much damage will 
be done to cherries and late apples. Corn 
plantingiwas about completed, but much will 
probably have to be replanted. Florists will 
be the werst sufferers, hundreds of lights of 
glass beiag broken and plants being cut to 
pieces. Stock in open fields suffered badly. 

Burned to Death. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 10.—[{Special.]— 
Mrs. Barker, an aged German lady, was burned 
to death at the home of her son-in-law, Her- 
man Ploeger, near this city last night. Mr. 
Ploeger, in trying to save her mother’s life, 
was badly burned, also, and may die. Mrs. 
Jarker was visiting her daughter, and last 
night, while the two ladies were alone, they 
attempted to kindle a fire with kerosene oil. 
The oil canght fire and set fire to Mrs. Barker’s 
dress. She was burned to a crisp and the 
younger lady was horribly burned before assist- 
ance could reach them. 

Children Playing With Fire. 


Cuicaao, May 10.—The origin of the fire at 
Moreland, by which seventy cottages were de- 
stroyed, has been discovered. Some children 
were playing with burning grass and set fire to 
some paper. ‘This in turn set fire to some dry 
grass, and then the church took fire and the 
cottages followed. 

The Mine Horror. 


POTTSVILLE, Pa., May 10.—Mine Inspector 
Gay, of this city, who went to the scene of the 
mine catastrophe at the Kasko-William col- 
liery, has returned. His statement confirms 
the details of the accident as reported in these 
dispatches last night. The bodies of ten vic- 
tims have all been recovered. Some of them 
were terribly mutilated. while several had the 
appearance of having met death by drowning

The Reports of the Home and Foreign Sec- 
retaries—Fraternal Messengers From 
England —The Ladies’ Auxiliary. 

Mrmpuis, Tenn., May 10.- [Special.]--The 
Southern Baptist convention met with the 
First Baptist church of this city at 10 a. m. 
today. It is, perhaps, the largest representa- 
tion everseen in the convention, more than 
800 delegates. The leading men, ministerial 
and lay, of the denomination are here. Hon. 
L. B. Elly, of Missouri, presided as temporary 
president. The following names were put in 
nomination for permanent president: Dr. J. 
A. Broadus, of Kentucky; Governor J. P. 
Eagle, of Arkansas; Hon. H. K. Ellison, of 
Virginia: Hon. L. B. Elly, of Missouri; Col- 
onel Hoyt. of South Carolina; Judge Haral- 
son, Of Alabama. and _Dr. Coleman, of Ken- 
tucky. All declined except Messrs. Hoyt, 
Haraison and Coleman, and Judge Haralson 
was duly elected. Lansing Burrows, D. D., and 
O. F. Gregory, D. D., were elected secretaries. 
K. K. Ellison, Governor J. P. Eagle, James 
Pollard and F. H. Kerfert were elected vice 
presidents. The building of the First Baptist 
church is too small to accommodate the con- 
vention, and the crowd in attendance was 
simply immense. The intense heat for the 
season greatly increase the discomforts of the 
people. An effort. is now being made to 

SECURE A LARGER BUILDING 
for the sittings of the convention, which will 
doubtless be successful. Much of the forenoon 
was spent in disposing of the question of order 
in the §procedure touching the organization. 

Rev. H. A. Tupper, D. D., corresponding 
secretary of foreign board, submitted the forty- 
fourth annual report of the board. The report 
shows a marked increase both with respect to 
contributions and mission work done. 

The convention has missions established in 
China, Africa, Italy, Mexico and Brazil. 

Dr. I. T. Tohno# corresponding secretary 
of the home mission board, made his reporf. 
This report shows a large increase in collec- 
tions and mission labors, Each of these re- 

orts was referred to appropriate committees, 
hat portion of the home mission bvard re- 
port which refers to Sunday school publica- 
tions was referred to a committee composed of 
one from each state, with instructions to re- 
port on the same to the convention. 

AN INTERESTING FEATURE 

of tomorrow’s session will be the formal re- 
ception by the convention of Rev. Dr. Barker, 
president of Manchester college, and Mr. Shaw, 
both of England, as fraternal messengers from 
the regular Baptists of that country. The 
hour of eleven o’clock a. m., has been set apart 
to receive them. ‘The addresses will be made 
by Dr. Hatcher, of Virginia, and Broadus, of 
Kentucky. This is the first time in the his- 
tory of the denominations that like messen- 
gers have been seut and received, Doubtless 
the convention will reciprocate by appointing 
messengers to the English anniversary.

The Compartment Car Case Before the In- 
terstate Commission, 

WASHINGTON, May 10.-On the 10th of 
April last the interstate commerce commission 
heard the complaint of William H. Heard, 
colored, vs. the Georgia railroad company. 
The charges involyed in the complaint were 
that in traveling over the defendant’s road, 
from Augusta to Atlanta, petitioner was coin- 
pelled to accept second-class accommodations, 
being obliged to occupy & compartment car, 
although he had purchased a ticket which 
guaranteed him first-class accommodations. 
The commission, in an opinion by Mr. Lragg, 
rendered today, holds as follows: 

1. Itis the lawful duty that carriers like 
the defendant owes to the traveling public, in 
carrying out its rule of furnishing separate cars 
to white and colored passengers, on its line en- 
gaged in interstate travel to make them equal 
in comforts, accommodation aud equipment 
without any discrimination.

The Evidence ‘Closing Around Rice—A 


Strange Incident. 

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga., May 10.—[Special.] 
Quite a sensation was occasioned at the court- 
house this morning, when the file of five men, 
charged with the murder of Pierce, passed by

When he arrived there he found all of the 
defendants there except Grittin, in consulta- 
tion. On passing Pierce’s residence, Rice 
stated “the man who lives there will need a 
cofiin in twenty-four hours.” Pierce reported 
the still. Rice knew it, and was 
mad. After reaching Lawrenceville Rice 
said he would get even with the man who re- 
ported him—that he ought to be in hell—and 
would be dead and in hell or heaven within 
twenty-four hours; that he teld Mr, Ewing, 
his bondsman, on Saturday that Price wasa 
d—n scoundrel, and that he reported him.

THE KILLING OF LANE. 
THE SECOND DAY OF THE FAMUUS 
. TRIAL AT QUITMAN. 


The Sheriff Tells the Story of the Killing— 
The Motivés Attribated to Lane—The By- 
idence in Progress. 


Qurfuan, Ga. May 10.— [Special.j— 
Promptly at 9 o’clock this morning the work 
of selecting the twolfth juryman in -the Ar- 
rington-Lane case began. Cause has disquali- 
fied a large number of men in the choosing of 
the eleven, and before this last one was ac- 
cepted, one after another went off for the same 
reason, until the name of M. B. Rogers was 
reached. Heo was taken, and the twelve men 
that held in their hands the life of a fellow- 
being were the cynosure of all 6yes. 

Solicitor-General Rountree then made 

THE OPENING STATEMENT TO THE JURY, 
upon the conclusion of which the state placed 
upon the stand ex-Sheriff W. A. McNeil, the 
sheriff of the county at the time of the murder. 
He swore that on the day of the killing public 
excitement was at such fever heat that he (the 
sheriff) and Lane's friends thought that Lane’s 
safety required his removal from Quitman; 
he was acquainted with the state ef public 
feeling, and said that he thought the trip 
would be exceedingly dangerous. Nevertlie- 
less, Lane pleaded to be taken to a place of 
greater safety. His counsel objected, and 
urged that he remain here in Quitman. The 
preponderance of opinion,. however, was in 
favor of his removal, and preparation was 
made forit. The sheriff told Lane that the 
circumstances were so peculiar that he, as an 
officer of the law, had decided to do a thing 
that he had never done before, and that was 
not to handcuff him, and to give him a pistol 
with which to defend himself, should the su- 
preme moment come, The condition upon 
which this was to be done was that Lane 
should give his solemn word as a gentleman 
not to . buse the privilege by shooting him, Mc- 
Neil, and trying to escape. J. M. Thrasher 
voluntarily went along, and somewhat ahead, 
to see that the way was clear. About six 
miles from town, on the road to -Thomasville, 
Arrington and Williams, a brother-in-law, 
came upon Thrasher and demanded of him 
the whereabouts of Lane. Thrasher said that 
he had left the party at Dixie. About that 
time the Lane party came into view. Arring- 
ton and Williams rode up, Williams saying 
“Shoot! shoot! shoot!” Arrington, about 
thirty feet awar, 

SHOT LANE IN THE SPINE, 

just above the hip. Lane returned one shot 
with a pistol, fell to the ground, and was, 
whilé prostrate, shot a second time by Arring- 
ton. Arrington helped the sheriff to put a 
light wood knot under the dead man’s head, 
and retired. Upon examination of the person 
of Lane tive buckshot holes, so situated with 
reference to each other that the open 
hand would cover them, were found. The 
second shot made in his head a hole into which 
an egg mighthave been slipped. Upon cross 
examination McNeil said that on Sunday 
night, at the home of Lane’s mother, Lane 
told Arrington that he loved Miss Arrington, 
desired to marry’her, had heard unsavory re- 
ports as to her chasity, wanted to test her, had 
gone too far, had done wrong, would then and 
there become her husband. He had no au- 
thority except his own as sheriff for the re- 
moval of Lane.

A ‘eonstant reader of the Herald’ 
writes that he isin a fogas to the effects of 
hot water in the treatment of dyspepsia.

The growth in popular favor ot the lighter 
grade of footwear, coupled with a falling off in thn 
demand for leg boots, suddenly curtailed the outlet 
for heavy leather, such as wax, kipand split, and, 
as the latter is produced largely by the mannfac-

Although production has been materially de- 
creased since then, the market has not been res 
lieved of its surplus, and prices have fallen steadily. 
Rough leather has been held of late at about two 
cents a@ pound above whatit was possible for the 
dealers to obtain for it,

three years has forced firm after firm to the wall. 
The failures since January 1 aggregate $1,300,000 i e 
liabilities, most of ti.em being due to the abnormal 
ondition of the market.

J. Simeon Flipper. 

The Flipper-Taylor matter is about to wind 
up in the courts, 

Ever since the indignation meeting at which 
Preacher Fiipper was a leading spirit, and at 
which Lawyer Taylor was denounced for tak- 
ing asuit against the Atlanta university, the 
quarre] has been growing deeper and deeper, 

The meeting in question was held on Tuesday 
night in front of the courthouse, and speeches 
were made by several prominent colored 
brethren. The Rev. Flipper was particularly 
bitter in his denunciation of Lawyer Taylor, 
and when the following item appeared in 
Thursday morning’s paper it. created quite a 
sensation among the colored people, ,and es- 
pecially those belonging to Flipper’s church. 

The item read as follows: 

SOMEWHAT AMUSING. 

Tuesday night the colored b:ethren held an ins 
dignation meeting in front of the courthouse. 
Speeches were made denouncing C, H. Taylor, 
the colored lawyer. The principal speaker was Rey. 
J Flipper, who advised the colored 
people to refuse to aid Taylor in any 
way and to run him out of the city 
Yesterday morning check No, 23 was handed into 
the Gate City bank in favorof J. §. Fiipper for £30, 
This check was dated May 8thand signed by Law- 
fer Laylor. Oninvestigation 1t was learned that 
laylor aud Flipperare now frien’g. So. friendly 
are they that Flipper borrows the amount avove 
from Taylor without needing any indorsers. And 
yesterday morning they were seen walking arm in 
arm around the Kimbail house block, 

When the Rev. Mr. Flipper saw this he was 
mad—so mad, in fact, that he went at once to 
a printing office and had the following circular 
printed: 

FLIPPER AND TAYLOR, 

I noticed in this morning’s ConstiTuTION.a brief 
article headed * Something Amusing,” in which the 
indignation meeting was held to denounee Mr. 
Taylor, and I was the principal speaker. It is true 
I spoke against Mr. Taylor, and have the manhood 
again, It is also true that 
yesterday I walked up the street with him to his 
office, and while he spoke of other persons wWho 
had his money and how tuey had treated him. | 
said to him, I-want thiriy dollars. He said you can 
get it. I had no use for the money. I borrowed it 
for & purpose, and that purpose was accomplished 
this morning through THE CoNstiTvTIon. It shows 
tothe democrats and republicons alike that Mr. 
Taylor is a scoundrel, a villian I did 
not take the check to the bank. Tay- 
lor to sendit by some boy, but he said, I will go 
myself, and I left his office with the notice I would 
be back in the evening, at which time’ I returned 
and receivedthe money. A man who will enter 
into a transaction of that kind and then so exp se 
it as to have it find its way into the columns of the 
daiiy paper will resort to the lowest’ and meanest 
practices couceivable, J. S. FLIprer, 

This dodger was circulated very freely 
among the colored people, and of course soon 
found its way into the hands of Lawyer Tay- 
lor. As soon as Taylor read the circular he 
proceeded at once to.enter suit against the Rev. 
Flipper for cjvil libel, claiming $25,000 dama- 
ges. 

TAYLOR TALKS. 
Yesterday afternoon Taylor was seen by a 


CONSTITUTION reporter, and in talking of the > 


matter said: 

“Yes, [have just brought suit against the 
Rev. J. Simpson Flipper for $25,000 
damages, and I base my suit on this circular,”’ 
and he took from his pocket a dodger similar 
to the one printed above. 

“Pave you si en Flipper lately ?” 

“Yes. He came up to me yesterday and 
called me an infernal scoundrel and said, ‘You 
have not the manhood toresentit,’ and wanted 
to know why I had exposed what he called a 
private transaction, referring to the money I 
had loaned him. I said to him that I haa 
told him I intende j to do it 
when I paid him the money. 
He then began abusing me again, calling me a 
lot of pasty names, and told me that ifI was a

man I would resent them. I replied that I 
was not fighting preachers, that I was a gen- 
tleman, and had respect for his calling if I did 


not for him.” 

‘‘How about the story which Flipper tells 
about you once saying that you were about as 
much of a democrat as any of the washerwo-

men in his congregation ‘ 

“That's all stuff. The way all that origi- 
nated was this: 

“On New Year’s night, 1888, I was at Bethel 
church. J had with me about two hundred 
books, of which I am the author. Flipper 
knowing me (for at that time I was United 
States minister and consul gencral to Liberia), 
had me brought forward, and at the conclu- 
sion of his meeting introduced me to his au- 
dience. Before doing so he either asked me 
verbally or in writing, 1 do not remember 
which, whether {[ was a democrat or repub- 
lican, that his congregation wanted to know. 

think I said in reply, voerbaliv, per- 
haps in writing, that seven-cighths of the 
democratic party is composed of laborers, and 
washerwomen, woodsawers 
and other negro laborers in the employ of 
democrats were democrats if they only under- 
stood themselves. Since that time [ was 
elected to the democratic national convention, 
which metin St. Louis. I have also not ouly 
made since then speeches for my party all over 
the country, but carry sears for it.’’ 

Taylor showed extracts from a number of 
papers in which his demoeratic utterance were 
quoted. One was an open letter to Gevernor 
Foraker, printed in the New York Star and 
the Cincinnati Enquirer, in the fall of 1887; 
another was a reply to Fred Douglass, and 
another open letter addressed “To My Demo- 
cratic Negro Friends,’’ and published in the 
Kansas City Times shortly after the national 
election. 

WILL GO BEFORE THE GRAND JURY 

“There is one thing more I want to sav,” 
said ‘Taylor, ‘and that is that I intend to make 
the Rev. J. Simeon Flipper pay dearly 
for the shametiul menner in wirich he has 
traduced my character, and besides the civil 
suit which I have just brought against him, I 
will go before the grand jury at its next meet- 
ing and have him indicted for criminal libel. 
May be by the time Ll get through with him 
some of the colored people of Atlanta will un- 
derstand that itis none of their business what 
case a lawyer, white or black, may see fit to 
take. Why, if the negroes here all had their 
way, no lawyer would take a case against any 
of them, and they would be allowed to do as 
they please.”’ 

Kev. Flipper Talks. 

The Rey. J..Simeon Flipper was asked about 
the suit which Lawyer Taylor had filed against 
him. He said: 

‘*‘T have heard of the filing of the suit, but ti 
has not given me the least bit of trouble. Tay- 
lor knows that there is no foundation for it, 
and his only ebjectin making the case is to 
scare me: but he has got hold of the wrong 
man this*time, for I don’t propose to scare 
worth -a cent. Why, it was even 
reported to me that he was on his way to my 
house with a warrant for my arrest, and that 
he intended to have me put in jail right away. 
I only wish he had. It would have been the 
darkest day the Hon. Charles H. J. Taylor 
ever saw in his life. Nothing would have 
pleased me more than to have been marched 
up the street by a policeman in broad day- 
light, and Taylor at my side. But he didn’t 
have the grit todo that. He didn’t even have 
the manhood to resent the insult when L called 
him a liar and a scoundrel to his face,”’ 

‘*How about that check for $30?”’ 

‘That was a put up job on Taylor. The way 
it occurred was this: While he was walking 
down street the other day, I approached hiin 
from the rearand when I came up with him I 
becan talking about money. He told me of 
different people who had borrowed money of 
him. Isaid Taylor, | want $20; can’t you let 
me have it?’ Wewent to his oilice and he 
made out a check payable to me, but I refused 
to take it to the bank, 50 
he sent it by a boy, and I 
told him I would come back that evening for 
the money. My purpose in doing this was just 
to get hitn to publish the whole thing, because 
I knew if he did it would show what kind of 
aman he was, and would help the cause of 
the university.” 

“Why did you denounce Taylor in your 
church and at the courthouse meeting ?’’ 

‘Well, the fact is, I did not denounce Tay- 
lor for taking that suit ogainst the university, 
but it was thé principle that I fought and not 
the man.”’ 

“The principle—how ?” 

“This way. If Taylor had been a true 
friend to his race he would never lizve aljowed 
that suit to goto the courts. No matter what 
the fee might have been, he would have had 
it settled outside the courts. The better class 
of colored people feel that Taylor has done 
them a great wrong, and, so far as they are 
concerned, he will hereafter be given the cold 
shoulder. When he first came here we were 
all glad to welcome him, but now that his 
true character has been revealed, the sooner 
he leaves the better it will be for him.” 

“How abott Taylor’s politics? He denies 
having used the language you attribute to 
him.’’ 

“Well, all I can say about thatis this.” 

The Rev. Mr. Flipper took from his pocket 
a pocketbook in which was a carefully folded 
slip of paper, on which was written the fol- 
lowing, the question in one handwriting, and 
the answer in what he said was the writing of 
Lawver Taylor: 

‘Lie opinion is prevalent that you are a demo-~ 
crat; what shall I tay to the audience?” 

“Iam appointed to an otiice by a democrat. Per- 
sons in this city, coiored, wash, iron and cook 
lor democrais. ITamnomore ofa democrat than 
they are.”’ 

‘Taylor thought I only spoke from memory, 
but when he sees this little piece of paper he 
will have to acknowledge that I have got him, 
here at least.’’

After considerable delay Lee once more placed 
himself in the executioner’s hands, but that 
personage and the other officials horrified at 
what seemed a divine interposition, refused to 
proceed further with the business. The facts 
were reported tothe Home Secretary, who at 
once respited the prisoner, condemning him to 
imprisonment for life. 

Three year's later a woman who was Lee’s 
fellow-servant confessed on her dying bed tat 
it was she who killed her mistress. She de- 


clared that Lee had no connection whatever 


with the affair, and stated facts strongly con- 
firmatory of her confession. 

Instances may possibly have occurred in 
which an equal amount of physical courage 
has been displayed, but outside of the pale of 
fiction there can not be cited a single case in
